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DETAILED ACTION 

L Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Britt (2,890,540). 

It is noted that irrespective of the manner or process by which the textile pattern is 
embossed onto the surface of paper, the paper has a damask cloth pattern surface and as such is 
anticipated or at the least obviously shown by the damask cloth pattern embossed paper of Britt. 

2. Claims 8-14 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75© as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim can not depend from another multidependent claim. See MPEP 

§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 8-14 have not been further treated on the merits. 

3 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Day (65,000) shows embossing paper with fabric to emboss a cloth pattern onto the 
surface of the paper. This reference is highly pertinent.. 

Taylor (361,849) discloses impressing or embossing a wet sheet of paper with a fabric to 
impart the fabric pattern to the paper prior to drying during the paper making process. This 
reference is highly pertinent.
